Season Combines Many Traditions 


Christmas combines Christian, 
pagan, seasonal, and national tradi¬ 
tions into a harmonious pattern. 

The druids of ancient Britain, for 
example, decked their halls with 
boughs of holly to shelter sylvan 
spirits threatened by frost and win¬ 
ter winds, the National Geographic 
Society says. 

Imperial Romans feasted, -ex 
changed gifts, and decorated with 
evergreens during Saturnalia, a De¬ 
cember festival honoring the god 
Saturn. 


Mistletoe, the yule log, and the 
wassail bowl are relics of other pre- 
Christian mid-winter celebrations in 
Europe. 

PAGAN FEATURES 

When Pope Gregory I sent out 
missionaries in A.D. 601, he coun¬ 
selled them to let converts weave 
the harmless features of pagan fes¬ 
tivals into the spiritual fabric of the 
Christmas observance. 

Following this precept, the 8th- 
century missionary Boniface per¬ 


suaded the Teutons to transfer wor¬ 
ship of Odin’s sacred oak to an 
evergreen decorated in honor of 
the Christ Child. Much later, Mar¬ 
tin Luther is credited with adorning 
the first tree with candles at Christ¬ 
mas-time to simulate an evergreen 
shimmering with starlit snow. 

Christnias trees were confined to 
the Rhine country until about 1700. 
Scholars believe the custom crossed 
the Atlantic with Hessian mer¬ 
cenaries during the American Re¬ 
volution.

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THE VIKINGS OF AMISK 



THE STROMQUIST FAMILIES 
AND THEIR NEIGHBORS 
By Esther Mellemstrand 
(5 Installment) 

In the Stromquist family there 
were three brothers and one sister: 
Oscar, John, Eric and Anna (Mrs. 
Kris Noren), later Mrs. Wm. Mo¬ 
line. In her second marriage, Mrs. 
Moline gave birth to the heaviest 
baby born in the Amisk district- 
15 pounds, 3 ounces. 

All these families were very active 
in church work; Ladies’ Aids, and 
Young People’s Luther Leagues. At 
the Luther Leagues, all the young 
men would gather to see their fav¬ 
orite girl playing the organ or sing¬ 
ing in the choir. These young peo¬ 
ple, were also instrumental in or¬ 
ganizing the first English-speaking 
Confirmation Class. The young¬ 
sters will always remember, and be 
grateful to their mothers for the 
huge batches of delicious dough¬ 
nuts donated for their sumptuous 
and very necessary lunches. 

In this same organization were 
the Sandahl and Peterson families. 
Mr. Peterson was bom in Sweden 
and migrated to Minnesota when 
very young. Mrs. Peterson came 
from Sweden directly to Amisk to 
marry in 1910. 

In 1910 also, Lars Sandahl came 
from the United States to settle on 
his homestead. It was not unusual 
for him to walk across country or 
drive his slow oxen over to see 
Simon Solbak. He stayed a few 
years, then went back to Norway. 
Mr. Sandahl’s son, Edward, came 
to Alberta in 1905, settling on a 
homestead west of Viking, This, he 
traded for property in B.C., but 
since he was unhappy here, he came 
back to do carpentry around Viking, 
Edmonton and Camrose. In 1914, 
he came to Amisk to take over his 
father’s homestead. Mrs. Sandahl 
(Anna Nilson) came from Varmland, 
Sweden. She planned to return to 
Sweden in a year’s time by working 
out in various homes to obtain the 
necessary funds for the fare. 


Cupid intervened however, for 
Ed. Sandahl and Anna were mar¬ 
ried on September 25, 1915. The 
first telephones purchased in 1926 
are still in use for they have one 
patented in 1906, it is now over 
60 years old. Mr. Sandahl also own¬ 
ed one of the first Chevrolets in the 
district. 

John was the first of the three 
brothers to arrive. He reached Wet- 
askiwin with a carload of horses 
and cattle in 1909. While there he 
applied for a homestead south of 
Amisk. Kris Noren, his brother-in- 
law, met him in Hardisty to help 
him drive the animals to Noren’s 
homestead. On his own land, which 
had rocks of all shapes in sizes, he 
broke the sod with a sulky and 
three head of oxen. The journey of 
a thousand miles begins with a 
single step, and HIS step began 
when John “rented” a round-nosed 
shovel and pick — the cost of these 
being 20c a day for their use. With 
these, he dug out the larger rocks, 
but it took some years before the 
smaller ones were conquered. There¬ 
fore, the path of the “1000 miles” 
for him, was just a continuous 
round and round on his own little 
homestead! 

John used oxen for some years 
but he sold these so that he could 
buy four government mules, named 
Nick, Maud, Jean and Jenny. The 
mules worked well, but always 
stopped dead at 6 p.m. — all gov¬ 
ernment work stopped at six! 

In going to town with Jean and 
Jenny one day, John was delayed 
somehow. Therefore, on the way 
home, at 6 p.m., the mules stopped 
in the middle of the road. Every 
method possible was used to try 
to make them mobile, but they re¬ 
fused. His only resort was to un¬ 
hook the traces, tie up the mules 
and WALK home, then go back 
for the stubborn animals early next 
morning. After this episode, these 
four-footed, time-keepers were ex¬ 
changed for a team of horses. These 
cost him $400.00. The money had 


been raised little by little at various 
jobs on the railroad. The next pur¬ 
chase was a little brown horse nam¬ 
ed Frank, and a buggy with a fringe 
on the top — John’s pride and joy! 
With his rig, he did his courting. 
It was also his fastest mode of 
transportation to Amisk for supplies. 
Convenient too, for it also provid¬ 
ed him with the excuse to stop at 
the Lindgren home, where his girl 
Martha Beckman kept house. They 
were married in a double wedding 
ceremony with the Richard Nybergs 
on December 14, 1915. Their first 
home was an 8’ x 10’ shanty. 

After this wedding, Mr. Lindgren 
employed several housekeepers. In 
1928, Birgit Nelson, one of the last 
Swedish immigrants to arrive at 
Amisk, took over this position. To¬ 
day, after 40 years she still remains 
at the same site, keeping house in 
the son’s modern home. 

The John Stromquist family lived 
on the outskirts of the Viking settle¬ 
ment. The majority of their neigh¬ 
bors were of French ancestry, so 
it didn’t take Martha long to learn 
the English language. She would 
swap her excellent Swedish recipes 
for the French delicacies. French 
wine made from Saskatoons, m-m-m! 
She would often invite some of these 
French women to come to the 
Church Bazaars put on by the 
Swedish Ladies Aid. The French 
ladies would have a “ball” trying to 
pronounce names like Kjos, Rehn 
or Bjorndahl, while the other ladies 
would have just as much difficulty 
with the French Lefebvre, Troul- 
liette, Delange, Carbon or Guenard. 

These neighbors and the Strom- 
quists were members of a club call¬ 
ed the “Beef Ring”. Several farm¬ 
ers (about 20) belonged to this or¬ 
ganization. Once a year, each mem¬ 
ber would be obligated to slaughter 
a 2-year-old beef, each member 
getting the same quantity of fresh 
meat every week. Such a treat to 
have fresh beef at all times. This 
was a unique experiment in those 
days for “Co-ops” were unheard of 


at the turn of the century. 

For variety in 'the diet there was 
always those delicious smoked pork 
hams stashed away in paper bags 
and buried deeply in a grain bin to 
keep them from molding. This 
brings to mind how extremely im¬ 
portant it was to raise a litter of 
pigs each year. The following is 
a story about hog-care. 

When the Guenard’s came to 
Amisk in 1909, a friend and neigh¬ 
bor of Stromquists (George Delange) 
met the new settlers at Amisk at 
5 a.m., the temperature being a 
frigid -42°. Since George was one 
of the few pioneers owning a log 
house, he decided the family should 
enjoy the comfort of his home un¬ 
til their own was established. At 
the time, Mr. Delange was a bache¬ 
lor, with a kind and compassionate 
heart, and the newcomers were soon 
to discover this! 

A young sow, unaware of the 
“know-how” in family planning, 
was about to present George with a 
litter of piglets. George had a few 
French adjectives to describe the 
animal’s stupidity, but decided to 
make the best of the situation. He 
carefully penned the animal in the 
back portion of his shack while he 
made the long drive into Amisk. 
The animal however, in realizing 
that the “blessed event” was due, 
took matters into her own hands. 
Like a true pioneer, she broke her 
pen, and made do with materials 
on hand. All George’s blankets as 
well as his mattress, were painstak¬ 
ingly torn into shreds to make a 
cozy nest beside the warmth of the 
coal stove. Therefore, it was a 
grunting “Welcome Home” for 
George and the new residents. How¬ 
ever, the story has a happy ending 
in that ALL the young piglets were 
saved. This brood provided many 
delicious meals for the settlers the 
following year. 


Berries in abundance were picked 
on the river banks — these were 
made into preserves for winter use. 
The women would congregate and 
make a picnic of “berry-picking 
time”. A cool swim at a sandy low 
spot was the welcome climax after 
a hot day in the prickly bushes. 
Bathing suits in those days were 
indeed a far cry from today’s silky 
wisps that are designed primarily 
to display a beauty’s gorgeous fig¬ 
ure. Usually they were made from 
very heavy woolen material. Sleeves 
to the elbow, were edged with ruf¬ 
fles and a ruffled skirt covered 
pants that reached the knees. A 
wide middy that reached well below 
the waist had a tight elastic band 
around the midriff. Long black 
stockings were also worn. Since the 
pants had tight elastic bands at the 
bottom, these filled with water and 
looked like a balloon filled with 
air. Therefore, having an elegant 
figure wasn’t a bit necessary in 
pioneer days, for ALL the curies 
looked like feather pillows tied 
tightly around the middle! 

These two manuscripts again 
prove the terrific “hospitality” of 
the early settlers. Besides saving 
pennies for the immigrants the hosts 
would also provide clean sanitary 
bedding. Public sleeping places 
were so infested with bed-bugs, a 
good night’s sleep was impossible 
— D.D.T. was unkown. The present 
generation cannot envision the tor¬ 
ture of these insects and are inclin¬ 
ed to disbelieve our stories about 
them. The only proof we have that 
they did exist, are the used powder 
guns that the pioneers filled with 
keats — bed-bug “poison powder”. 
It was quite a chore to shoot each 
bug individually! These containers 
can be found in most museums to¬ 
day.

Hundreds of carols were written 
in England between 1400' and 1647, 
the year the Puritan Parliament 
abolished Christmas celebrations 
and suppressed carols. Though songs 
were kept alive by oral tradition 
and crudely printed broadsheets, 
they did not fully regain their pop¬ 
ularity for some 200 years.

Italian children place 
their trust in Befana, an old woman 
on a broomstick who brings gifts to 
good children and ashes to bad ones. 
(In older versions of the legend, 
she ate the juvenile delinquents).

The French exchange gifts on 
New Year’s Day, but the impatient 
young fry are visited by Pere Noel 
on Christmas Eve. While waiting 
for Befana to come across on Jan. 
6, Italian children and their elders 
draw small gifts on Christmas Eve 
from a jar called “the urn of fate.” 
And leave it to the systematic Brit¬ 
ish to establish Dec. 26 as Boxing 
Day. When servants and trades¬ 
people are remembered with gifts 
of money. 

The date of the big Christmas 
dinner also varies'around the world; 
many countries have it on Christ¬ 
mas Eve, before or after midnight 
services. Our traditional Christmas 
turkey does not appear on many 
menus. The French reveillon, a feast 
which occurs after midnight mass, 
is apt to feature oysters and sau¬ 
sages; in the French province of 
Brittany, buckwheat cakes with sour 
cream are served. 

The Norwegian Christmas dinner 
features a fish called lutfisk. At a 
Polish Christmas Eve dinner, the 
number of courses is fixed at seven, 
nine or 11; a Lithuanian Christmas 
feast must include 12 courses, one 
for each of the 12 disciples.

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Finns Get Auto 
Factory 

Many Finns considered it a very 
good — or very bad — joke when 
plans were first announced three 
or four years ago to start a car 
factory in Finland. This summer 
the laughs were over, and the fac¬ 
tory was a fact. But the cars that 
will roll from the assembly line, 
eventually at a rate of 15,000 a 
year, will be only one-third Fin¬ 
nish. The other two thirds will be 
Swedish, and they will be Saabs. 

After two years of negotiations 
Presidents Curt Mileikowsky and 
Olavi Mattila announced for Swe¬ 
den’s Saab and Finland’s state-run 
Valmet Oy, respectively, an agree¬ 
ment to set up a joint company, 
financed and owned 50-50, to begin 
turning out cars about one year 
from now. Left at the wayside were 
some others who had been in the 
picture: Britain’s BMC, France’s 
Renault and Sweden’s other major 
automobile maker, Volvo. Not all of 
them had been equally keen on the 
project, though. With its Swedish 
plants swinging at an annual 175,- 
000-car production, Volvo had seem¬ 
ed less enthusiastic about a Finnish 
venture than Saab, which is in a 
period of fast expansion. 

The laughs once provoked by the 
Finnish car plant project stemmed 
mostly from the fact that some peo¬ 
ple considering the plan originally 
had a 100% Finnish car in mind. 
The idea that Finland would stand 
a chance on the international car 
market was deemed ridiculous, 
though some Finns had brief dreams 
of a cheap, Finnish “people’s car”. 
The idea had sprung from a pretty 
desperate lack of foreign currency 
tit pay for car imports, plus an ur¬ 
gent need to found new industry 
to give work to a growing number 
bf jobless. There had been a tradi¬ 
tional inclination in some quarters 
to want a purely Finnish enterprise, 
with no outside influence (by that 
Finns often mean Sweden’s strong 
industry). But in recent years such 
attitudes had mellowed, and with 
currency becoming even scarcer and 
unemployment worse, the Swedes 
were accepted as partners in the 
plan. 

In the projected $25-million plant, 
Finnish workers will not just as¬ 
semble the Swedish cars, but also 
produce a good deal of the com¬ 
ponents — about one third. Valmet 
is one of Finland’s largest industrial 
concerns, with 9,000 employees 
making paper machines, railway 
gear, fork-lift, trucks, tractors, diesel 
engines, weapons and ships. Plans 
are to market the cars under the 
Saab name, but Saab spokesmen in¬ 
dicated that on export markets the 
most will be made of “Finnish 
Quality”. Says Bengt Akerlund, 
Manager of Saab’s Swedish auto¬ 
mobile plants: “Our impression is 
that Finland has a great reputation, 
not least in the U.S.” 

Anyway, the Finns will not find 
themselves swamped with Finnish- 
Swedish cars all of a sudden. As a 
matter of fact, Saab in Sweden will 
be the chief customer of the Fin¬ 
nish plant, buying for world export 
as many as half the 15,000 cars that 
will be the initial annual produc¬ 
tion. Yet, the Saabs (three models: 
the new 99 and the old faithfuls, the 
95 and 96) wil be of prime useful¬ 
ness: the Finnish government reck¬ 
ons that reduced car imports will 
save the country over $50 million 
in foreign curency over five years. 
Even more important, the plant will 
employ 700 people initially, and 
another 2,000 Finns are expected 
to find work with subconstractors. 
Counting sales and servicing people, 
the total benefit should be 3,000 
new jobs, for a start.
